BERLIN, May 22 (AP). — Ger- 
many and Italy signed a terse mili- 
tary pact of seven articles today, 
agreeing to pool all military and 
economic resources in the event 
of a war involving either party. 

They further agreed even in ad- 
vance of war so to deepen their 
mutual military and economic re- 
lations that both could strike ef- 
fectively and quickly in case of 
need. 

The aHiance became effective as 
gs00n as it was signed. It will last 
for a preliminary period of 10 
years, during which the tome-

terms fOr extending it.

“Congress,” Justice Frankfurter 
said, “has committed itself to the 
position that a non-discriminatory 
tax laid generally on net income is 
not, when applied to the income of 
a Federal judge, a diminution of 
his salary within the prohibition of 
the Constitution. 

“To suggest that it makes inroads 
upon the independence of judges 
who took office after Congress had 


'terprise confronting either nation. 


If either state is attacked the 
other is pledged to jump into the 
fight at once, no matter what the 
cause. But the agreement went a 
step further. As the treaty was 
interpreted here, each state is obli- 
gated to enter wars which the 
other might start. For instance, if 
Germany took to arms on behalf of 
a state to which it had given guar- 
antees, Italy would be drawn in. 
According to the terms of the 
pact, which Count Ciano described 
as “categorical and without reser- 
vations,” Germany and Italy will 
march together in any military en- 


This fact took on added significance 
in view of the German-Polish ten- 
sion, 

“In Interests of Peace.” 

The axis Powers insisted the step 
they were taking was in the inter- 
ests of peace. 

“Both Governments are firmly 
convinced that there is not a single 
political problem in Europe which 
cannot be solved by peaceful means 
if, in all quarters, there is a will to 


ties, either of them should become 
involved in a “military entangle- 
ment with one other Power or 
‘with other Powers,” the other 
contracting party will “immedi- 
ately rally to his side as an ally 
and support him with all his mili- 
tary resources on land, at sea 
and in the air.” 

4. In order to make quick, ef- 
ficient action possible in case of 
need, the two governments will 
“further deepen. their co-opera- 
tion in the realm of the military 
and of military economy,” and “in 
a similar manner they will also 
constantly arrive at an under- 
standing concerning other meas- 
ures necessary for the practical 
execution of the provisions of this 
pact.” Commissions are to be 
formed which will be under the 
jurisdiction of the two Foreign 
Ministers. 

5. Both parties agreed, in the 
event of war, “to conclude an 
armistice and peace only after 
arriving at a full, mutual under- 
standing with each other.” 

6. Conscious of the importance 
of their common friendships with 
certain other nations, Italy and 
Germany “are determined to keep 
up these relations also in the fu- 
ture.” 

7. The pact becomes effective 
from the moment of signature and 
its first period is to cover 10 
years. The two nations will come 
to an understanding with each 
other in sufficient time concern- 
ing extension of its effectiveness. 

Hitler Decorates Ciano. 


After the ceremony Hitler 


bestowed Germany's highest dec-! 


oration, the Golden Grand Cross of 
the German Eagle, on Count Ciano, 
It was the first time this decora- 
tion “in gold” had been bestowed on 
a foreigner.

Only yesterday Nazi and Fascist 
statesmen were talking about an 
“invincible bloc of 150,000,000.” 

Yon Ribebntrop also said that 
the German and Italian Govern- 
ments were “firmly determined not 
to recede a single step in the face 
of threats, but to defend the vital 
rights of their nation with all their 
power and with all means at their 
disposal.” 

He spoke with deep solemnity, 
emphasizing every word. 

Although Count Ciano, too, was 
solemn at the press conference, he 
seemed to take a less challenging 
attitude toward the world than Von 
Ribbentrop. 

While the German spoke of “de- 
termination to smash any enemy 
by our united power,” the Italian 
placed more emphasis on co-opera- 
tion to achieve a lasting peace.

Italians also regarded the reduc- 
tion of the armed force mustered 
gradually during February, March 
and April, as an indication of re- 
duced European tension. 

Premier Mussolini's addresses last 
week in Turin and Cuneo, during a 
tour of the Piedmont region, proved 
reassuring. Many observers ex- 
pressed belief there was more con- 
fidence in Italians now than in 
many months that peace can be pre- 
served, at least for the immediate 
future. 

When the high tide of men under 
arms was reached Aprilll, the Gov- 
ernment said that no more classes 
would be called except “under ex- 
ceptional circumstances.”

FEN IN TORONTE 


Many Wait for Hours in 
Rain to See Royal Pair 
Pass by — Million Visi- 
tors Throng City. 


TORONTO, May 22 (AP).—King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
prought Toronto and its 1,000,000 
yisitors to their feet cheering to- 
day as they rode through streets 
flag-waving citizens. 
The King and Queen arrived 
aboard their gleaming blue and 
stainless steel train at 8:29 a. m., 


lined with 


from Cobourg, 
had stayed overnight. 


Despite the weather, men, Wwom- 
and «Cchildren had taken up 
places along the route of the royal 
procession throughout the night, 
gurrying for shelter only during 
the heavier downpours. 

Only the gay decorations on thou- 
gands of buildings and the enthusi- 
asm of throngs that swelled the 
Toronto provincial capital’s popula- 
tion to more than twice its normal 
gize enlivened a dull, gray day. 

The roaring reception for the first 
reigning British monarch to visit 
his Canadian dominion and for his 
Scottish Queen echoed the length 
of Yonge street and spread almost 
to every corner of the city, 

Program for Day. 

In addition to their private meet- 
ing with the Dionne quintuplets and 
their appearance before the Ontario 
Legislature, the day’s program for 
the King and Queen included a 30- 
mile automobile tour, the reception 
of 100 high city and provincial of- 
ficials, a luncheon in the common 
dining room for University of To- 
ronto students and attendance at 
the eightieth running of the King’s 
Plate. 

The day, incidentally, will prove 
gomewhat expensive. The King will 
be poorer by the 50 guineas (about 
$245.70) he is to present to owner 
of the King’s Plate winner at Wood- 
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bine track. The reigning monarch 
has made this gift annually since 
Queen Victoria’s time, but this was 
the first time a sovereign was pres- 
F ent for the occasion. 
Welcomed by Premier. 

Premier Mitchell Hepburn pre- 
sented an aluminated address of 
welcome at the reception in the 
Ontario Legislature in which he 
expressed Ontario’s “profound de- 
votion and respect.” 

Praising the King’s “strong and 
wise leadership,” Hepburn assured 
him that his visit to the Province 
would “go far in preserving and 
cementing those ties of empire 


which are so vital. to the preserva-| 


tion of world peace during the 
troubled period through which the 
hations of the world are passing.” 

In response, the King expressed 
regret “that the shortness of the 
time at our disposal will not per- 
mit us to see more of the splendid 
Ratural resources of Ontario or 
to visit your fine educational in- 
stitutions.” 

Reception in Parliament. 

The legislative chamber had been 
transformed into a great hall by 
the removal of all desks, From 
thrones newly-decorated in blue, 
the King and Queen received mem- 
bers of Parliament, their wives and 
eight Ontario holders of the Vic- 
toria Cross. 

After that the King and Queen 
Separated. King George went to 
Hart House at the University of 
Toronto for a brief rest 
luncheon, but there was no rest 
for Queen Elizabeth, who appeared 
on the north campus of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and presented col- 
ors to the Toronto Scottish regi- 
Ment. 

Neither the overcast skies nor 
five days of acclamation by throngs 
in Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa and 
Kingston seemed to have affected 
the King and Queen. They seemed 
fresh and smiling, apparently hav- 
ing recovered from the weariness 
of yesterday's strenuous program. 

Toronto saw the Queen in a 
town of soft-toned blue with a 
“ape of the same material edged 
with grey fox fur.

fectively and in time. 
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THE NEUTRALITY DEADLOCK. 

Despite the administration’s acceptance of the 
cash-and-carry formula for arms shipments, there is 
still danger that Congress may adjourn without doing 
anything toward revising the Neutrality Act. 

As the law now stands, it does nothing to limit 
the rights of neutrals at sea and therefore leaves 
the way open for disputes of the type that involved 
us in war with Germany in 1917. The section of 
the law providing for an unconditional embargo on 
shipments of arms and ammunition to belligerents 
in time of war plays into the hands of the Fascist 
militarists. The non-aggressive nations have lagged 
behind the dictator Powers in the rearmament race. 
Hence, to close the American arms market against 
them, regardless of their ability to pay for their 
purchases and carry them away in their own ships, 
would impose on them a drastic handicap. 

Application of the cash-and-carry formula to arms 
shipments would seem to be a minimum step for Con- 
gress to take toward putting into effect President 
Roosevelt’s policy of aiding the democratic countries 
by “methods short of war.’ But in practical effect, 
it may not be as important as it seems, for it 
appears reasonably certain that the law would be 
changed with reasonable promptness if war should 
break out. The chief difference, perhaps, as we 
have pointed out before, is that revision of the law 
afier war broke out could be construed as a hostile 
act against one set of belligerents,

GEORGE BACKUS, ACTOR, DIES

NEW YORK, May 22 (AP).— 
George Backus, 81 years old, one 
of the nation’s best known old- 
time actors, died yesterday at his 
home at Merrick, Long Island, 
where he lived in retirement. 

He had spend more than 40 years 
on the stage.

The Jewish National Council at 
a meeting’ yesterday recommended 
this six point non-co-operation pro- 
gram to Palestine Jewry: 

1. Training of young Jews for 
any emergency. 

2. The fostering of home prod- 
ucts to replace imports and avoid 
paying customs duties to Britain. 

3. Non-payment of taxes. 

4. Restriction of the use of pub- 
lic services which bear profit. 

5. Taking control of bodies such 
as the all-Jewish Tel Aviv munici- 
pality and religious communities 
away from the Government and 
putting them in Jewish hands. 

6. Annulment of Jewish partici- 


jpation in the Jerusalem municipal 
iscystem “which is based on domina- 


tion of the Arab minority over the 
Jewish majority.”

Oklahoma legislation regulating 
registration for elections was held 
today by the 
United States Supreme Court on 
the ground that it discriminated 
against Negroes. 

Justice Frankfurter delivered the 
6-to-2 opinion which held that the 
Negroes had been given only 12 
days in 1916 to qualify for voting 
after being discriminated against 
previously. 

‘In default of such registration,”

NTO the office of a Boston al- 
| teraise walked a little man who 
complained, “I get the hives.” 

Every allergist becomes some- 
thing of a detective, so the first 
thing the doctor asked was, 
“When?” 

“Every Tuesday and “Friday 
around half past one,” the patient 
responded. 

“Where?” 

“Where I work. I’m a waiter in 
a restaurant.” 

The allergist went around to the 
place and discovered that shrimp 
cocktails were on the menu of the 
restaurant on Tuesday and Fridays 
only. Promptly at 1:30 p. m., with 
the luncheon rush out of the way, 
the cook boiled shrimps for dinner. 
The vapor was enough to set off 
the waiter’s allergy to shrimps. He 
was instructed to keep out of the 
kitchen while shrimps were boil- 
ing, and so another of the typically 
odd, and sometimes whimsical, 
cases of special sensitivity was 
thereby cured. 

That the public has become con- 
scious of allergy, the youngest and 
most amazing branch of medicine, 
is indicated by the way the word 
has insinuated itself into popular 
parlance. When a science becomes 
the subject of wise-cracks it’s a 
sign that, like Einstein’s theory, 
it’s widely known but little under- 
stood. People come back from the 
allergist’s and report that he put 
a lot of little patches on their 
backs, or scratches on their arms, 
and that some of these magically 
In suburban circles, 
where a lady can no longer get a 


'rise out of her bridge club by de- 


tailing the agony of her sinuses, 
it’s even becoming quite the thing 
to trot out one’s sensitivities. “I’m 
allergic to Brazil nuts, you know, 
I simply can’t go near them, and 
I’m sensitive to horses, parrots, 
and cabbage.” Aristocratic ladies 
invariably discover themselves to 
be allergic to house-dust. 

The appealing thing is that one 
can really express one’s individu- 
uality in allergies. Anybody can 
have an appendix out, and the flu 
is the flu, but a gifted person can 
build up a really original group 
of sensitivities. Mental quirks of 
character are put to shame by the 
physiological idiosyncrasies that 
are turned up by allergists. When 
it comes to temperament, sensitive 
souls can’t compete with sensitive 
bodies. The subtlety and resource- 
fulness and the infinite variety of 
nature is astounding in this. re- 
spect. Combinations and degrees 
of human sensitivity are innumer- 
able. 

In body as in mind, most of us 
are humdrum folk with average 
views and reactions, but with some 
pet peeve. It is estimated that 
one person out of every three has a 
food allergy. The allergy may be 
specific and violent, as in the case 
of a girl who could eat German 
strawberries by the peck, but who 
got a rash if she so much as tasted 
a single French, English, Ameri- 
can or Australian strawberry. Hers 


“was not a case of super-national- 


ism, as the poor girl was an Amer- 
ican to begin with. 

On the other hand, the sensitiv- 
ity may be so mild as to pass un- 
noticed through a lifetime. Hun- 
dreds of us who occasionally feel 
uncomfortable after meals may 
very likely be suffering from an 
undetected food allergy. 

Victims of the most widely pub- 
licized branch of allergy, hay fever, 
don’t have to be told they are sen- 
sitive. But sufferers from other 
allergies often attribute their ill- 
ness to false causes. The tracking

The youngster ‘came down with 
asthma every spring when, coinci- 
dentally, the garden around his 
house was manured. He finally 
got to a doctor who put one and 
one together and suggested that 


HAT fireman was nearer to 


the gardener try some brand of 
manure that had never been near 
a horse. 

Any kind of animal, bird or 
fish may be the offender. House- 
hold pets often are found to be 
stimulating allergies, Children 
who won’t go near certain kinds 
of animals—like the boy who 
wouldn’t go near a horse—may be 
intuitively protecting themselves 
from allergic shock. Often this dis- 
crimination is preserved in adult 
life. A woman who hates dogs was 
not necessarily scared by a dog in 
her childhood; she may be allergic 
to dog-hair and not know it. 

On the other hand, there are 
plenty of cases where intuition 
fails, of people keeping for pets 
the very kind of animals to which 
they are allergic. Take Mr. R. 
whose physician found him to be 
allergic to dogs. “Get rid of your 
dog and you'll get rid of your 
asthma,” was the prescription. But 
Mr. R. wasn't going to get rid of 
his fine police dog to suit the whim 
of some fool doctor. It happened 
that the dog died of distemper be- 
fore Mr. R. died of asthma, theres 
after the asthma vanished, and 
Mr. R was amazed. 

There is also the Mysterious 
case of the Sparrows under the 
Eaves, An entire family was suf- 
fering from asthma; the doctor 
made multiple tests, then visited 
their home. It was a nice old-fash- 
ioned suburban house with spar- 
rows’ nests hanging under the 
eaves. ‘Testing the family for sen- 
sitivity to sparrows’ feathers, he 
got a positive result, The nests 
were torn down, the sparrows de- 
parted, and the family epidemic 
Was over, 

Touch-sensitivities are also 
commonly related to animals. Wool 
or silk garments, horsehair in a 
suiting, feathers in a pillow may 
bring on the rash. Fur coats are 
common offenders, and about the 
first test made on women suf- 
fering from dermatitis is a speci- 
men of fur from their coat collars.

In this connection, it is enlight- 
ening to observe that women seem 
to have -developed a _ universal 
tolerance for mink, sable, and er- 
mine. Though there are plenty of 
cases of allergy to dog, cat, and 
rabbit fur, the expensive pelts 
have never offended, and when an 
ermine coat seems to be causing 
a rash, the ermine usually turns 
out to be rabbit. 

Fur coats are not the only an- 
guish of the beautiful. Nail-lac- 
quers, for instance, are a source 
of irritation to many women; the 
vogue for tinted fingernails brought 
many a skin rash to the derma- 
tologist, Oddly enough, it is com- 
parable to the mild epidemic of 
dermatitis that occurred ten years 
or so ago, when women first went 
crazy over Mah Jong. Most Mah 
Jong pieces are lacquered. 

One of the most common adul- 
terants of perfumes, orrisroot oil, 
is a frequent offender. A case is on 
record of a woman who had to 
have her ear amputated, due to 
her long habit of dabbing the lobe 
with a perfume containing orris- 
root oil. She was sensitive to the 
protein, and the resulting derma- 
titis got so bad that gangrene set 
in. Sensitiviey to orrisroot is fairly 
widespread, and certain cosmetic 
houses have gone to the extent of 
eliminating this ingredient from 
their products, There also a 
concern that specializes in non- 
allergic cosmetics, designed for es- 
pecially sensitive women, The vast 
majority are not sensitive to gen- 
erally used materials, and an oc- 
casional reaction does not imply 
impurity in the product. In fact, 
there have been cases of allergic 
reaction to the purest of the pure

B not only to the skin, When 
Mrs. T’s face became swollen, 
itching with the hives, her doctors 
tested her for everything from the 
feather on her hat to her tooth- 
paste.

Every known food is poison to 
somebody. Meats, seafoods, all kinds

Modern treatment can get re- 
sults in about 90 per cent of al- 
lergic cases.
